“Expert” burglars walked out of 
Beaver Local Public School early 
today with over $2,000 taken from 
the big walk-in safe which was 
pried and battered open in a work­ 
man-like job. 
Entry was also made at the near­ 
by high school on Route 7 near 
Williamsport, but the safe there 
was empty — still unrepaired aft­ 
er a burglary a year ago. 
The safe at the Public School 
ordinarily holds little cash, since 
school officials have been banking 
most of the money due to the many 
i enterings in the schools for the 
past three years. 
But opening of the fall term 
Tuesday had left an accumulation 
of cafeteria receipts, student in­ 
surance payments, locker money, 
workbook payments and labora- 
! tory fees which had not been trans- 
j ferred to a bank. 
The loss is covered by insurance 
■ with the McNutt Agency, George 
. VanHorne, executive head, said. 
The burglars broke a window to 
enter the faculty room at the Pub­ 
lic School, jimmied a door on the 
main office, then went to work on 
the 4-inch-thick door of the safe. 
They pried at the metal and riv­ 
ets, got to two lead plates and 
finally to the lock mechanism 
which was then sprung to open the 
door. 
VanHorne and sheriff’s deputies 
termed the work “a real profes­ 
sional job.” 
There was little other damage 
to the office or building. The big 
safe resisted the efforts of burg­ 
lars last fall when a air acetylene 
torch and other tools were em­ 
ployed. 
At the high school, entrance was 
made through a new doorway as 
part of an addition being construc­ 
ted. Wooden sheeting and tempor­ 
ary bars were forced, and th e 
burglars made their way past the 
stage and to the principal’s office, 
breaking a ticket window to get in. 
There was little damage other 
than the broken panes.

PARIS (AP)—President Eisen­ 
hower today gave the West a blue­ 
print for peace: Refuse to retreat 
one inch from principle and stay 
flexible tactically. 
“Then there will be no war. 
There will be peace,” the Presi­ 
dent told the North Atlantic Coun­ 
cil during a surprise visit. 
The President sandwiched the 
quick visit to NATO headquarters 
into a tight schedule of talks with 
Western leaders and French Pres­ 
ident Charles de Gaulle. 
Arising fresh and apparently re­ 
laxed after a late white-tie state 
dinner with De Gaulle, Eisenhow­ 
er pitched vigorously into the last 
day of his European tour. 
His appearance at the council 
was designed to calm the fears 
of the smaller powers that his 
coming meetings w'ith Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev spelled a 
lessening of their roles in NATO. 
“NATO is a matter of spirit, of 
determination to work as partners 
and to preserve the ideals we all 
cherish,” the 68-year-old President 
said. 
“If we are firm among our­ 
selves, if we refuse to retreat one 
inch from principle, if we remain 
flexible so far as tactics are in­ 
volved, if we give NATO the same 
patriotic, deep devotion we give 
to each of our own nations, then. 


There will 
be peace.” 
De Gaulle and Eisenhower con­ 
tinued their discussions at a lunch 
Eisenhower gave at the U.S. Em­ 
bassy residence. From all out­ 
ward appearances they are get­ 
ting on famously.

Polio Shot On Sept. 14-15 


All first and second graders in 
East Liverpool schools — and all 
other students previously not im­ 
munized — will be given the first 
of three anti-polio shots Sept. 14-15, 
Dr. E. G. Kuhlman, city health 
commissioner, announced today. 
An immunization team headed by 
the health commissioner will visit 
14 schools in succession, including 
St. Aloysius Parochial building, to 
administer the shots. 
Public schools have more than 
1,000 enrolled in the first and sec­ 
ond grades, although many may 
have received the polio immuniza- 
| tions from their family physician. 
Dr. Kuhlman said he has no way 
at present of estimating the num­ 
ber affected by the program. 
Parental request slips authoriz- 
i ing administration of the p o l i o 
vaccine now are in the process of 
being distributed to the home of 
each first and second g r a d e r 
through the school system. Pupils 
will take the slips to their parents, 
who must sign the form for the 
youngster to receive the vaccine, 
the health commissioner said. 


I 
The second shot will be admin­ 
istered 30 days after the first — 
in mid - October — and the third 
shot will be given after a seven- 
month wait. 
East Liverpool public schools 
registered 531 first graders when 
the 1959-60 term started Tuesday. 
Approximately the same number 
started school last term. St. Aloysi­ 
us does not open the school year 
until next Tuesday. 
In mid - August, Council appro­ 
priated $1,500 at the request of Dr. 
Kuhlman to provide the vaccine 
for the program. The last session 
of the State Legislature enacted a 
law for compulsory immunization 
of children against a series of com­ 
mon childhood diseases.

v e t o of a $1,216,000,000 public 
works bill Wednesday left the 
dominant 
Democratic 
majority 
mired in new political frustration. 
As it had 143 times previously, 
Congress bowed to Eisenhower’! 
rejection of a measure that a 
majority of both houses had sup­ 
ported previously. In comparison, 
12 of Harry S. 
frum an’s 250 
vetoes and 9 of Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt’s 631 vetoes were overriden. 
Beyond his veto record, how­ 
ever, Eisenhower is demonstrat­ 
ing that a president who stands 
his ground can come close to get­ 
ting what he wants out of a Co Ti­ 
gress 
overwhelmingly 
controlled 
by the opposition party. 
This is no mean political ac­ 
complishment and politicians of 
both parties recognize it is likely 
to have some deep-seated effect

In the numerous reviews of the first days 


f>f World War II, beginning with Hitler’s order 


to invade Poland on Sept. I, 1939. one im­ 


portant fact of the w ar's beginning has been 


neglected. 


There was no spontaneous combustion, as 
it must have seemed to be later. There was 
a slow buildup of hatred, tension and com­ 
m itm ents that could not be shrugged off. The 
w ar gained momentum slowly. 
It was to seem plausible for a long time 
that the wild man Hitler could be tamed as 
soon as he had taken out one more grudge or 
proved one more point In his campaign to 
restore Germany to its 
one-time m ilitary 
glory. 
Even the mechanization of the 
German 
arm y, which later was to be the means of 
bowling over the French and British armies 
like tenpins, was regarded as more of a 
novelty than a definitive factor in the world's 
balance of power. 
What followed the digestion of helpless 
Poland by the m arauders of 1939 was the win­ 
ter of 1939-40 when hordes of men stood under 
arm s awaiting for something to happen that 
no one really believed would be allowed to 
happen. 
Even the hard-headed 
British, 
who had 
evacuated children from London in case of 


the dreaded gas attack which was World War 
l l ’s looming menace, instead of today s ther­ 
monuclear holocaust, did not really 
believe 
Hitler would run berserk. Nor 
did 
Hitler, 
himself, believe it, or the stiff-necked pro­ 
fessional m ilitarists who stood ready to do 
his insane bidding in the name of the Prus- 
san legend that bound them to carry out 
the military orders of the maddest of the 
20th century’s mad men. They 
hoped for 
something to save them from nihilism. 
In the spring of the following year, mad­ 
ness broke loose. . 
The Stukkas screamed. The bombs crum p­ 
ed. The machineguns stuttered. The m ech­ 
anization paid off—and the mad man was on 
top. The sane men 
clenched 
their 
teeth. 
There was nothing in sight to stop the in­ 
sanity that Hitler had conceived and his com­ 
pliant m ilitarists were eager to execute, ex­ 
cept sanity and sacrifice. 
Yet, even in 1940. this did not dawn on 
everybody—only the foresighted. The German 
attack on Russia did not come until June 
1941. The Japanese attack 
on 
the 
United 
States did not come until December 1941. 
And only then, more than two years after the 
beginning of World War II. did Americans 
know for sure they could not evade the con­ 
sequences of letting a madman get the up­ 
per hand in Europe. 


Old J oe T. Wins B V' One A ote 


If you had a pet project in the public works 
appropriation bill that failed by one vote to 
pass over President Eisenhower's veto, your 
grief can be mingled with joy. Joe Taxpayer 
won! 


W hatever you stood to gain was peanuts 
compared with what you. stood to lose. The 
bill called for $1,216,000,000. Your 
project 
would have accounted for only a few hun­ 
dred thousands of millions of that stupendous 
total. But you would have helped to pay for 
all the rest. 


Therefore, your loss — if you think you 
sustained one — is also your gain. 
You have had an object lesson in the 
high cost of government and what can be 
done about it when a political figure who no 
longer has anything to lose dares to put a 
padlock on the people's cash drawer. 
President Eisenhower never has had a 
veto overridden. The public works appropria­ 
tion bill looked like a good bet to be his first 
setback in 144 trials of his prestige in the 
never-ending struggle for supremacy between 
the chief executive and Congress. 
Here is the favorite bill of the pork-barrelers 
in public life. Here is the source of the odds- 
and-ends spending that ties up all the loose 
ends of favoritism, back-scratching and log­ 
rolling. Here is the decompression chamber 
that legislators enter to take pressure off 
themselves when their constituents demand 
expensive action immediately, or else. 
The public works appropriation bill is the 
essence of the spend-and-elect 
formula 
in 
partisan politics. It takes a high degree of 
courage for any president of the United 
States to hold up such a bill, and President 
Eisenhower had the courage. He also had the 
padlock — his presidential veto. 


He put budget-balancing first and spending 
second. 
He saw a chance to save nearly a billion 
and a quarter dollars of the people’s money 
spending at this time was entirely optional: 
there were no really urgent items in the 
bill 
Politicians in Congress and back home in 
the states and Congressional districts will be 
furious. President Eisenhower can afford to 
be complacent. Taxpayers are happy, and it 
has occurred to a public figure here and there 
that taxpayers outnumber politicians in the 
United States at least a thousand to one. 


. . . And Still Champ! 


The drill team of the local YFW post has 
come through like champions again — with 
a second straight national title during the 
organization's convention on the west coast. 
It may be getting to be an old story, with 
championships rolling in tim ^ after time, but 
so far as we’re concerned the drill team can 
keep on winning so long as it chooses. 
The recognition that results is good-for East 
Liverpool and it’s good for the drill team and 
the local post. 
National championships don’t qpme v e r y 
often in any line of endeavor. Ask Pittsburgh 
Pirate or Chicago White Sox fans in baseball 
or many others in other fields of sport. 
Long, hard hours of practice again have 
paid off for the local squad. 
When the “ boys come marching h o m e 
again” at the end of the week, let them know 
that their efforts on behalf of East Liverpool 
are appreciated. A pat on the back and an 
official welcome and followup “ recognition 
dinner” seem to be in order once more. 


Out Of Great Effort, Great Good 


If the United States had to find a statistic 
to stagger its critics, this one would do as 
well as any: 
One in four Americans will be going to 
school when the new academic 
year 
gets 
under way this year. 
No other country could make such a state­ 
ment, or even come close. 
Mass education in this representative de­ 
mocracy may be as imperfect as its critics 
say it is, but it is far and away the greatest 
effort ever m ade to give everybody a chance 
to learn as much as he is capable of learning. 
When critics list its imperfections, m ore­ 
over, they always look at the seamy side of 
the cloth. They point to the failures and ig­ 
nore the successes. They bear down hard on 
the examples of less-than-good results 
and 
shrug off the evidence of more-than-good re­ 
sults. 
In truth, education in the United States 
has grown to be such a massive ’effort that 
no generalizations about it are possible. 
There is every conceivable kind of effort 
being made, from the poorest to the finest. 


The Once Over

There is a sideboard holding a 
bowl of fruits, soft drinks, some protective 
baseball helmets for emergencies and a book 
on self defense.

same 
districts, 
the range 
of 
schools will stretch from poor to excellent,' 
depending on teachers and pupils. 
If there are some who scoff at the as­ 
sumption that out of such great effort great 
good must come, there are others who will 
take comfort in the evidence that out of such 
great effort great good did come. 
Every American who has proved himself 
to be competent, every American who has 
proved he is outstanding, is to some degree 
a product of the U.S. 
educational 
system, 
which is not so much a system as a search 
for a system and not so much a search for 
a system as a bid for a result. 
And if some say it is not education at all 
in the strict sense but democracy running 
wild with misguided ambition, the question 
then must arise: Who is to judge when de­ 
m ocracy's ambitions are misguided? 
The ambition is to give every American a 
chance to learn what he is able to learn. Is 
that a misguided ambition?

Strays Plague A Shepherd

WASHINGTON 
Speaker Sam Rayburn is t h e 
shepherd of the House Democrats. 
Rut every once in a while Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower gets his goat. 
Seven 
times 
this 
year—144 
times since taking office in 1953— 
Eisenhower has used his veto to 
kill a m easure passed by Con­ 
gress. 
Never 
yet 
has 
Rayburn 
been able to round 
up enough 
votes to override him. 
He tried twice this year and 
failed. This must be galling to the 
77-year-old 
Texan 
who has 
the 
greatest 
Democratic 
flock 
since 
early New Deal days. It s the 
strays who ruin him 
Most of the strays on vetoes 
h a\e been Southern Democrats. 
Passing 
a 
bill 
needs 
only a 
simple m ajority vote of House and 
Senate. But passing a bill into law 
over a presidential veto requires 
approval 
of two-thirds of those 
present at voting time in both 
houses. 
In 
the 
Senate 
thefe 
are 
IOO 
m em bers—65 Democrats. 35 Re­ 
publicans — and a full two-thirds 
would be 67; in the House there 
are now 436 members—284 Demo­ 
crats. 153 Republicans—and a full 
two-thirds would be 291. 
Thus, despite their huge num­ 
bers, the Democrats would lack 
a two-thirds vote on any veto—by 
a handful—even if the full m em ­ 
bership of both parties was voting. 
And they couldn't get the two- 
thirds unless the Democrats voted 
solidly together and a few Repub­ 
licans joined them. But the full 
membership of the two parties al­ 
most 
never 
votes 
at 
any 
one 
time. 
And 
Democrats 
almost 
never 
vote solidly. So, when less than 
the full membership is voting on 
overriding a veto, the outcome is 
tight and ticklish, particularly if 
some Democrats wander over to 
the Republican side. 
And that’s what happens. 
For 
example, 
this 
year 
Con­ 
gress passed a $1,216,000,000 flood 


control bill to pay for reclam a­ 
tion and other water projects all 
over 
the 
United 
States. 
This 
kind of something-for-the-folks-at- 
home bill is called a “pork bar­ 
rel.” 
Eisenhower vetoed it Aug 
28. 
He thought there was too much 
pork. In Congress the cries of 
rage sounded like cries of pain. 
Rayburn led the m arch to over­ 
ride 
the 
veto. 
The 
vote came 
Wednesday. 
The total vote w#as 412. of which 
two-thirds would have been 275. 
But the vote was 274 for over­ 
riding (one short of the needed 
275» to 138 for upholding Eisen­ 
hower’s veto. 
Eleven Republicans teamed up 
with 263 Democrats against the 
President. 
But 
six 
Democrats 
joined 132 Republicans in backing 
him up. If one of the six Demo­ 
crats had voted with his party. 
Eisenhower would have lost. Five 
of the six were Southern Demo­ 
crats. 
Earlier 
this 
year 
Eisenhower 
vetoed a bill which would have 
stripped 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Ezra Taft Benson of authority to 
refuse loans by the Rural Elec­ 
trification 
Administration. 
Rayburn’s 
House 
Democrats 
failed by four votes to override 
that one. Four Democrats strayed 
On this REA bill the Senate did 
vote to override—64 to 29—with 
two more votes than were need­ 
ed to make up the two-thirds <62» 
of the total 93 votes cast. Sen. 
Frank J. Lausche was the only 
Democrat against overriding 
The Senate tried but failed to 
override Eisenhower’s 
veto 
last 
July of the $1,375,000,000 housing* 
bill. Rayburn’s protege and fel­ 
low Texan. Sen. Lyndon Johnson, 
Senate majority leader, reported­ 
ly wasn’t keen for trying on this 
one because he could foresee the 
result. The vote was nine short 
of 
the 
needed 
two-thirds. 
Ten 
Democrats were on Eisenhower s 
side.

President 
Eisenhower’s 
actions 
to date during his tour of Europe 
are significantly different from the 
comparable 
visit 
by 
President 
Woodrow Wilson, just before open­ 
ing of the World War I Peace Con­ 
ference, 1918-19 
This writer was one of 40 or so 
American 
newspaper 
reporters 
who accompanied Mr. Wilson to 
Paris and thence to Great Britain, 
Italy and Belgium. 
The U.S. journalistic hounds tail­ 
ing Mr. Eisenhower no doubt num­ 
ber well into the hundreds with 
many more from other nations. 
Mr. Eisenhower’s receptions in 
the West German captial of Bonn 
and in Great Britain are being 
hailed as the most enthusiastic 
ever accorded any foreign chief 
of state in those countries. But if 
so it must be due to an increase 
in 
standing 
room, 
because 
the 
crowds that turned 
out to see 
Mr Wilson in London, Paris. Rome 
and 
Brussels 
stood 
in 
packed 
m asses as far as the eye could 
see 
And in those days there were no 
diversions, such as radio and tele­ 
vision, that now keep direct view­ 
ers away. 


WILSON AND Eisenhower are 
alike in that they played leading 
roles in winning great wars and 
their tours were in quest of true 
peace But Wilson's was closer to 
the end of hostilities and his ap­ 
peal was keyed much more to the 
European hoi polloi. 
In fact, both Wilson’s initial and 
ultim ate failures as to the peace 
conference success stemmed from 
his blatant attem pt to arouse the 
people of that continent, all and 
sundry, 
against 
their prevailing 
rulers. 
In his 14 points, proclaimed Jan. 
8. 1918. he had appealed for self- 
determination for all peoples join­ 
ing up on his side and in four more 
points, announced in the following 
summer, he promised liberty and 
peace without penalty to Germans 
if only they would rise and over­ 
throw their Kaiser. 
Surrendering. Nov. ll, 1918. the 
Germans 
accepted these Wilson 
points 
imistakenly as it turned 
out I as a peace offer subscribed 
to by all their enemies. 
Besides liking the ring of Wil­ 
son's oratory, even more than did 
the Germans, Allied peoples ifi 
Europe credited Wilson with final­ 
ly winning the war for their side 


and fully expected him to p?y off 
all their debts from the bountiful 
U.S. Treasury. 
While 
their 
m assed thousands 
cheered, the rulers of Allied coun­ 
tries all alike observed W; Ison's 
speechmaking with jaundiced eyes. 
When he sat down with these fel­ 
low rulers behind closed doors, 
Wilson quickly discovered that the 
play was strictly on the old diplo­ 
m atic lines — for expanded boun­ 
daries. economic advantages, mili­ 
tary guarantees and so on. 
In the end Wilson yielded so 
much to his greedy’ conferees, in 
order to achieve final agreem ent, 
that his own U.S. Senate rejected 
both the treaty and its attached 
League of Nations Covenant. 


PRESIDENT Eisenhower’s proc­ 
ess clearly is opposite to President 
Wilson’s. F ar from trying to d ra­ 
goon allies into knuckling down to 
his ideas in advance, Mr. Eisen­ 
hower is in Europe now solely to 
feel out wishes of the West Ger­ 
man, British and French chiefs 
of state. 
His basic aim plainly is to dis­ 
cover the maximum point to which 
the four principal non-Communist 
powers are in agreem ent, vis-a-vis 
Russia. 
In other words, the President is 
trying to find out exactly how far 
he can go when it comes to trading 
for peace with the supreme repre­ 
sentative of world Communism. Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev, with assurance 
of support by the nations we call 
our friends. 
W’hile Mr. Wilson, in common 
with the late John Foster Dulles, 
was predominantly a Presbyterian 
preacher, given to laying down the 
laws of God and man. Mr. Eisen­ 
hower is at heart a practical pa­ 
cifier, 
All 
the 
leading 
historians 
of 
World War II agree that the then 
Gen. Eisenhower’s greatest single 
contribution 
toward victory was 
his success in welding the Allied 
armies together and keeping them 
together until the Germans were 
beaten. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower has indicated 
many times that he is proud of 
that 
reputation 
of 
international 
peacem aker. And there is hardly 
any doubt that his greatest single 
ambition, as his second presidential 
term draws to a close, is to make 
at least a real beginning toward 
deciding the now 14-year-old cold 
war. 


Democracy Iii Education 


By Raymond Moley 


Last month 
at Teachers Col­ 
lege, Columbia University, a con­ 
ference of public school adminis­ 
trators was held with some 30 ex­ 
perts present to assist in the de­ 
liberations. 
Out of this conference came a 
ringing resolution denouncing pri­ 
vate schools as “ undem ocratic” 
and wasteful. Presumably, there 
will be pressure to use govern­ 
ment to check their growth. 
Before commenting on this ex­ 
traordinary misuse of the term 
“ undem ocratic,” 
I 
have waited 
for the release of the latest re­ 
port from the United States Office 
of Education concerning the rela­ 
tive attendance at public and pri­ 
vate schools. 


THESE FIGI RES. released on 
Aug. 30. are most revealing. They 
show that public school adminis­ 
trators must certainly be sm art­ 
ing because more and more Ameri­ 
can parents are not happy with 
what is being offered in public 
schools and prefer to assume the 
added expense of sending their 
children elsewhere for their educa­ 
tion. 
In the school year 1939-40. 2.660 - 
000 children were enrolled in pri­ 
vate schools. This was 9.4 per cent 
of the total school enrollment in 
the nation’s elem entary and sec­ 
ondary schools. Now. 20 years lat­ 
er. the anticipated enrollment is 
6.450.000. or 15.1 per cent of the 
total. 
Private 
school 
enrollment has 
been growing in those 20 years 
considerably more than three times 
as fast as in public schools. The 
percentages of growth are 42 for 
public schools and 143 for private 
schools. 
Public school adm inistrators re­ 
alize that this rem arkable growth 
of private schools is a reflection 
on the sort of education they are 
providing. It is a visible and audi­ 
ble protest by parents all over the 
country. 
It would seem that the energies 
of 
public 
school 
administrators 
might more usefully be directed 
toward improving the conditions 
in their own schools rather than in 
attacking private institutions. 
While they are at it. they might 
well reconsider the true meaning 
of the word “ dem ocracy” which 
is so prominent in all of their 
pronouncements. 
Without going into the various 
historical meanings of that word. 
it might well be noted that its 
breadth and vagueness has made 
it possible to use it to cover a 
multitude of sins. 
To apply coercion to achieve de­ 
m ocracy would be a contradiction 
in meaning. For if it means any­ 
thing, it means freedom of choice. 


THE PARENTS who are send­ 
ing their children to private schools 
are exercising that freedom. They 
are at once paying taxes for sup­ 
port of public schools which they 
consider inadequate and paving 
the expense of providing what they 
consider better education. 
Private 
schools, 
of 
which 
a 


m ajor number are church support­ 
ed. are no longer merely enclaves 
for the rich. They are widely a t­ 
tended by the children of parents 
with middle and even lower in­ 
comes. 
I personally know many news­ 
papermen and teachers whoie sal­ 
aries are moderate who keep their 
children from the conditions pre­ 
vailing in public schools in great 
cities either by an expensive move 
to the suburbs or by contriving 
to send them to private institu­ 
tions in the urban centers where 
they live. 
The growth of pm ate schools 
not only thus m eets the free choice 
of American parents but greatly 
reliev es the real or fancied burdens 
upon the public schools. 
To abolish them or even con­ 
strict their growth would throw 
upon public schools a disastrously 
heavy burden.

Quarterback Post May Hold Key To Salineville’s Season 


12 Lettermen 
On Team That 
Waits Op ener

One of Columbiana County’s few 
football coaches who can boast of 
never having had a losing season 
figures that 1959 may be the year a 
blemish is added to his record. 
Youthful Dick .Jones, drilling a 
35-member 
squad 
at 
Salineville 
High School in preparation for the 
opening game with Tuscarawas 
Sept. 19, rests his hopes on the 
ability of a junior quarterback and 
“ a few good breaks” along the 
way. 


JONES LOST his one-two punch 
of quarterback Larry Kessler and 
halfback Rich Dunlap t h r o u g h 
graduation and their absence may 
prove difficult to overcome. 
Kessler and Dunlap rolled up 
nearly all of Salineville^ touch­ 
downs last year with their aerial 
show and spearheaded the squad 
to a 5-3-0 season record. Both have 
enrolled at Mount Union College. 
How to replace the high-scoring 
duo has Jones scratching his head, 
but he may have found a succes­ 
sor at the signal-calling post in 
Don Hillyer. a 185-pound junior. 
Hillyer. a fairly good runner and 
passer, missed all of last year’s ac­ 
tion with a broken shoulder re­ 
ceived in a pre-season s c r i m - 
mage game. Whether or not he 
can handle the assignment this 
year is the key question to a fourth 
successful 
campaign. 
Jones 
be­ 
lieves. 
The Indian mentor also lost two 
valuable linemen through gradu­ 
ation in Barry Maylone and Dick 
Knowles, but their positions won’t 
be as hard to fill as Kessler and 
Dunlap’s, Jones said. D u n l a p 
scored 48 points by himself last 
year, with most coming by way 
of passes from Kessler’s talented 
arm 


“ W7E AREN’T poor and we aren’t 
cLassy,” Jones commented, “ and 
the fact that 12 lettermen are re­ 
turning helps out a lot.” 
“Hillyer seems to be the main 
cog in our offensive machine and 
I think he can handle the quar­ 
terback post,” Jones added. 
Among the lettermen returning 
are seven fairly husky linemen in 
Dick Kerr. Jack Baker, Ron Jones, 
Tom Raffle, Chuck Tepsic, Tom 
Keating and Don Goddard. 
Lettermen bidding for backfield 
positions are Bruce Marhefka. Bud 
Leatherberry. Dave Gearin, Jerry 
Giannone and Ron Dunlap. 
Salineville’s front wall will be 
headed by Tepsic, a 175-pound cen­ 
ter who lettered last year and has 
been looking very good in prac­ 
tice, Jones said. Ed Raffle, a 155- 
pound guard, and Dick Kerr. 165- 
pound end, also have looked well 
in drills. 
Jack Baker, an 185-pound tackle, 
will add muscle to the line, but 
has missed several practice ses­ 
sions with a gashed arm.

Bruce Marhefka and Ron Dun­ 
lap, a pair of speedsters, will get 
the nod at halfbacks. Nicky Rich­ 
ards. a sophomore who is t h e 
team ’s fastest man, is due for con­ 
siderable action but is out for the 
sport for the first time. Sal Gian­ 
none. the Indian cage star of last 
winter, also is a quarterback can­ 
didate. 
Jones figures that injuries may 
be another big problem to over­ 
come as his front-line ranks are 
very shallow. 
While the searing August heat 
wave hampered twice-a-day drills, 
the squad is “ really hustling” and 
seems the most spirited club in 
his four years at Salineville, Jones 
said. 
Looking over the schedule. Jones 
singled out dates with Irondale 
and United Local as the tougher 
ones.

; person needs less of the drugs 
like sodium amytal to quiet him 
I than does the persons with an in­ 
troverted personality.

In fact one researcher actually 
lists high resistance to alcohol as 
an indication of a inward-turning 
neurotic - type 
personality, 
Dr. 
Franks told the American Psycho­ 
logical Assn.’s annual meeting. 
It could be that a person’s per­ 
sonality has as much to do with 
his liquor capacity as his weight, 


habits, sex or age, Dr. Franks 
said. 
“Perhaps it is the socially mind­ 
ed individual, that is the extra­ 
vert, who should be particularly 
careful to avoid that ‘one for the 
road',” Dr. Franks suggested.

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Architect Gives Views 
People Love Adornment 


By HAL ROYLE 
NEW YORK (AP) - Architect 
Morris Lapidus today is America's 
leading designer of resort hotels. 
Some years ago architect Frank 
Lloyd Wright was shown a lavish 
15-million-dollar hotel in 
Miami 
Beach. 
Asked what he thought of it, 
he snapped: “ It's an anthill!” 
To which Lapidus, designer of 
the hotel, replied: “ I’m flattered 
An anthill is one of the greatest 
abodes nature ever perfected.” 
Lapidus, who has designed ev­ 
erything from stores to skyscrap­ 
ers, is best known for some 75 
million dollars worth of ornate 
tourist hotels that stud Florida 
and the Caribbean. 
His hostelries often have a stun­ 
ning impact on the public, some­ 


times an annoying one on fellow 
architects. 
“Some members of my profes­ 
sion say,, ‘You’re too corny — 
you're pandering to the public,’ " 
he said. “Yes, I am. My critic is 
the masses. I design for them. 
“ Let’s stop trying to educate 
the human race. Let's just make 
them happy.” 
The big quarrel between Lapi­ 
dus and his critics is over adorn­ 
ment. He thinks much of modern 
architecture is becoming too bare 
and stern. 
“The love of adornment fills a 
basic need in people, a need as 
basic as food or sexv Much archi­ 
tecture today ignores this human 
desire,” he says. 
“I’m not a Hollywood character 
who merely tries to shock people. 


I don't do things just to be sen­ 
sational. 
“But hotels and restaurants are 
not like factories or schools. They 
are places where people go to get 
a lift—to get out of their hum­ 
drum life. 
“What I try to do is to create 
buildings 
which 
give 
people 
a 
sense of exhilaration and enjoy­ 
ment. Some 
architects feel 
we 
have reached a point where we 
are sophisticated enough to admit 
pure structure and pure form. 
“That may be true of a minor­ 
ity. But the majority still get an 
emotion bang out of adornment. 
Rich colors, 
beautiful materials 
and handsome decorations satisfy 
their emotional need for adorn­ 
ment.” 
Lapidus, brought here from Rus­ 
sia before he was a year old, 


studied 
coppersmithing, 
his 
fa­ 
ther's craft, as a boy. Later he 
acted and studied stage designing 
In a way, he designs his hotels 
as if they were vast stage sets. 
His creed: “Even a doghouse. 
or 
a 
birdhouse, 
should 
have 
adornment.”

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP)—Lao­ 
tian government troops threw up 
a defense line against advancing 
Communist rebels today only 12 
miles from Sam Neua, the royal 
army’s military headquarters in 
northern Laos. 
Red forces since Sunday have 
overrun lightly manned outposts. 
Advance units were reported with­ 
in 12 to 18 miles of Sam Neua in 
what shaped up as a major of­ 
fensive. 
“It’s classic warfare, not guer­ 
rilla tactics,” Defense Secretary 
Phoumi Nosavan told newsmen. 
He charged that the attackers 
included at least one battalion of 
regular North Viet Nam troops, 
from

neighbor to the east. 
‘‘We intend to hold Sam Neua 
at all costs,” Phoumi declared. 
Government troops, mostly ir­ 
regulars, retreated along a 35-mile 
front in face of the mass assault, 
which the defense secretary said 
was supported by a bombard­ 
ment of 105mm howitzers supplied 
by North Viet Nam. Official re­ 
ports said several government sol­ 
diers, including a captain, were 
killed and about 30 were missing. 
The Communists have accused 
the United States of instigating 
the trouble in Laos to create an

forces and the Southeast 
Asia 
Treaty Organization to move in. 
Red Star, the Soviet army news­ 
paper, repeated the charge today.

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Didn't Dream They Would Fall Soon 
Poles Courageous At Sturt Of War

I France had declared war on Ce 
By LLOYD LE HRB AS 
Written for The Associated Press 
At 5:20 on a misty and cloudy 
morning—Sept. 
I, 
1939—World 
War ll started in our backyard 
in Warsaw. 
A screaming siren lifted E ^ e r 
Peterson — Associated Press bu­ 
reau chief in Warsaw—and me 
out of our beds. Then a terrific 
explosion rocked our office-apart- 
ment, the tocsin that Hitler had 
triggered a war that would change 
the life of the whole world. 
The Nazi bombs were aimed at 
a bridge over the nearby \ istula, 
but landed on the race course 
less than a block away. 
We were shocked, somewhat jit­ 
tery, but not surprised. For two 
or three days, as Polish and Ger­ 
man troops mobilized and moved 
closer to the frontier, all signs had 
pointed to war. Blackouts had 
been ordered in Warsaw the night 
before. 
Peterson and I began hammer- 
ing out the first of a flow of 
stories as we got scraps of infor­ 
mation from the War Office, the, 
U. S. Embassy, and Polish news­ 
paper 
friends. 
Days 
later 
we 
found many of our urgent mes­ 
sages still spiked in the cable and 
radio offices, and a basketful in a 
censor’s office. 
In the first few days Warsaw 
had scattered air raids, and there 


was only sporadic anti-aircraft 
fire. We saw not more than four 
or five Polish planes take the air 
against the bombers, and only a 
half dozen attackers shot down. 
In 
Warsaw 
the 
Poles 
were 
brimming over with optimism. 
Their troops were “fighting like 
lions’* and would soon invade Ger- 
■ many. They had guns that would 
make it impossible for any Nazi 
I planes to fly over Warsaw. 
The Poles were fighting coura­ 
geously at the front. A crack cav­ 
alry unit actually did invade Ger­ 
many, but it never came back. 
No one in Poland seemed to 
know that the Poles, gallant and 
brave as they were, did not have 
the firepower, equipment, tanks, 
planes to stand up to Hitler s 
forces. By comparison with the 
Nazis they were naked. 
Soon after that first bomb fell 
the Polish radio became the air 
alarm system. “Warsaw Concer­ 
to” was played over and over 
around the clock, interrupted only 
by major war news or air raid 
alarms. 
The terrible confusion caused by 
the alarms and attacks and the 
ever-growing number of persons 
who were leaving Warsaw for 
safer country areas made it ex­ 
tremely difficult to move about 
the barricaded streets, check on 
bomb damage, or get to see and 


talk to anyone who knew any 
thing. 
Then from somewhat haphazard 
bombing, the Germans began to 
tighten up their raiding pattern 
and the Heinkel bombers swooped 
closer and closer. 
After one tour of bombed areas 
I went back to our second-floor 
office and began typing a story 
when I heard planes. More than 
50 big German bombers roared 
over the Vistula River a block ( 
away and bombs began to rain 
down. 
Windows 
shattered, 
the 
floor shook, my typewriter began; 
to dance. 
But I had a grandstand seat for 
the spectacle over the river, and 
I was fascinated by the diving, 
wheeling, screaming planes, the 
thundering of bombs, the sudden 
giant spurts of debris from hits 
and water spouts from misses. 
In the midst of the commotion 
the telephone rang—and I heard 
the welcome voice of Bob Parker 
at The Associated Press office in 
Budapest, 
Hungary. 
Since 
we 
could rarely get an outgoing call 
through, we had asked Budapest 
to telephone us every hour so we 
could get any news we had to 
New York. 
As the bombers made a turn 
Jor another run I gave Parker a 
quick fill-in. “Here they come 
again,” I yelled. Pulling the phone 


:o the end of the cord so he could 
hear the whines, screeches, and 
explosions, I gave him a running 
story as the Nazi bombers repeat­ 
ed their deadly antics. 
When the Poles learned late on 
Sunday that Great Britain and

France had declared war on Ger 
many they went wild with joy, 
assuming that it meant a quick, 
sure victory. By the hundreds the> 
danced and yelled and sang down 
our street to the French Embassy 
until long past midnight. 


I 
Almost as their cheers died 
away the Germans launched six 
spearhead attacks along Poland s 
borders, pushing toward Warsaw. 
The Poles did not know, nor 
i dream, that Poland would be pros­ 
trate long before any help came 
and never would be the same 
again.
